A BALE OF HAY. 


"What food element does 


the cow add to milk and 
meat that is not in the food 
which she eats?" a doctor 
asks. "None whatever," he 
adds. Admitting his postu- 
late as to the cow, one might 
secure the 
equivalent of 


meat, 
milk, 
butter 
and 


cheese by buying a bale of 
hay and munching it. That 
would simplify the matter 
and also cheapen the cost of 
living. If he is right, from 
the hay we would get every 
product that we get through 
the medium of the cow. 
Therefore, 
ordinarily 
we 


pursue a circuitous and cost- 
ly route to sustenance when 
there is a direct and inex- 
pensive way. 


Another doctor offers a 


still simpler method, though 
his plan is temporary rather 
than permanent. He feeds 
patients on water alone. He 
has given them nothing else 
for as long as thirty-five 
days and they have thrived. 
It may oe his hope that with 
more study and experiment 
he may be able to maintain 
them indefinitely on that bill 
of fare. 
If he succeeds he 


will have a plan of living 
that will be even 
cheaper 


than the bale of hay.

PROSPEROUS BANKS. 


Two years 
of operation 


under the amended national 
banking act permitting lim- 
ited branch banking shows 
a surprisingly small interest 
on the 
part of national 


banks in opening branches. 
It might have been inferred 
from the congressional de- 
bates on the McFadden bill 
that once it had become law 
national banks would en- 
gage in a broad branch- 
banking activity. 
That 
it 


would have been an erron- 
eous inference is seen from 
the fact that there are only 
188 branch national banks 
in the United States and that 
one-third of that number are 
in New York City. 


Branch-banking privileges 


seem to have been confer- 
red upon the national banks 
just at 
a time when the 


trend is toward fewer and 
larger banks. 
They might 


have been useful 10 or 20 
years ago. 


Last year 125 national 


banks went out of business. 
During the same 12 months 
100 new 
national 
banks 


were created through origin- 
al organization or reorgani- 
zation of state banks under 
the national banking act. 
Liquidations accounted for a 
major part of the closings. 
Consolidation was also a fac- 
tor.

deposits and resources of 
banks everywhere.

From several states comes 


a plea, certain to be echoed 
in other parts of the country, 
for 
super-highways,

deem essential. 


Should the toll road re- 


turn, it will only be as a last 
resort.

should be public, not private, 
and

maintain roads through tax- 
ation than through tolls. 
Moreover, the

should be avoided as a bar- 
rier to internal development 
and a check to highway 
transportation.

Many checks drawn In favor of 


"»elf" or "cash," ranging in demon- 
Inatlons from $100 to $1,000, signed 
by the commissioner and 
issued 


against the special fund, were in- 
troduced in evidence. The commis- 
sioner said the money in each In- 
stance was drawn to defray expen- 
ses incident to revaluing the lands, 
except those Issued while he was 
In a San Antonio hospital to pay 
the bills Incurred by his Illness. 
He said he was of the firm opin- 


ion it was right and just for the 
fund to stand the expenses off his 
illness, since he was etrlckan as a 
result of hardships 
he endured 


while he was in the field apprais- 
ing the lands. 
Gifts which were brought into 


the hearing were as follows: 
Eighty acres of land in Live Oak 


county, from the late George W. 
West of San Antonio, which Com- 
missioner Robison said he later 
sold to former Gov. James E. Fer- 
guson for $2,000. 
Five hundred dollars from Ira G. 


Yates of San Angelo, to apply on 
his last campaign expenses, used by 
Mr. Robison, he said, to pay a loan 
of $500 from Judge R. L. Batts, ob- 
tained during the campaign. 


One hundred dollars from 
Lee 


Bivens, former mayor of Amarlllo, 
who died recently. 
Five hundred dollars from S. I. 


Robison, a nephew living at Texar- 
kana. 
Five hundred dollars from J. D. 


Jackson of Alpine. 
Twenty-two hundred dollars from 
Judge S. M. Halley 
of Winkler 
county and West Texas friends to 
retire a mortgage on his farm. 


He said that all the gifts were 


made by his friends who wanted to 
help him under "stringent circum- 
stances." 
He had only seen Mr. West twice 


in his life, he said, but the late 
Live Oak county rancher was cut- 
ting up and placing on the market 
considerable acreage and had called 
him on long distance telephone a 
number of times to get data from 
the land office and to ask for maps 
and other things. 


Mr. Robison stated emphatically 
that "no human being, or whatever 
station in life, has ever given me 
one penny for work or services that 
might have been obtained through 
the land office." 


Questioned about the "cash" and 
self" checks drawn on the fund. 
Robison was asked if he ever had 
any of this money left when he 
came home to Austin at Intervals, 
and 1f he used it to pay his per- 
sonal debts. He said he did not 
recall having any left and that he 
wai certain he did not pay his 
bills with it. 
"Did you not on 
December C, 


1025. pay the Ross Hardware com- 
pany, Austin, $500 in cash on an 
account you owed there?" Petsch 
asked. 
"I cannot recall that I did, I may 
lave done so," Robison replied. 
"Then you will not 
deny it?" 
Petsch asked. 
"No; I will not," Robison replied. 


"But if I did I did not take it out 
of the reappraisement fund." 
Shown a cancelled check on the 


reappraisement fund ^tor 
$1,000, 
payable to "Cash" and asked if he 
had paid any personal debts with 
the money, Robison replied that if 
he did he "did not intend to use 
the money that way."

Further assurances of co-opera- 


tion in getting the re-designation 
of Highgway No. 22 between Pales- 
tine and Corsicana on the impor- 
tant route between Beaumont and 
Fort Worth and Dallas through this 
section was given a Corsicana com- 
mittee at Palestine by a group of 
leaders at a conference there Thurs- 
day.Judge E. H. Shelton and 
the 


county resident engineer explained 
to the Corsicana committee that a 
projected re-location of a strip of 
their road 
near 
Wildcat 
ferry 


would give a mileage of 28 1-2 miles 
from Palestine to the Trinity river. 
Twenty-three miles of this stretch 
are already gravelled and financing 
of the remaining stretch is provid- 
Sg for. With Navarro county com- 
pleting a road directly through Eu- 
reka to the ferry, the highway dis- 
tance from Palestine to Corsicana 
would be only about 64 miles. This 
will result In a distinct mileage sav- 
ing from East Texas to Fort Worth 
and a saving of about 17 miles from 
Palestine to Dallas via Corsicana 
over the present traffic routing fol- 
lowed.

My countrymen: 
This occasion is not alone the ad- 


ministration of the most sacred 
oath which can be assumed by an 
American citizen. 
It Is a dedica- 


tion and consecration under God 
to the highest office in service of 
our people. I assume this trust in 
humility of 
knowledge that only 


through the guidance of almighty 
providence can I hope to discharge 
its ever increasing burdens.

should express simply and directly 
the opinions which I hold concern- 
ing some of the matters of present 
importance. 


Our rrogrqss. 


If we survey the situation of our 


nation both at home and abroad, 
..ve find many satisfactions; we find 


some causes for concern. He have 
emerged from the losses of 
the 
great war and the reconstruction 
following it with increased virility 
end strength. From this strength 
we have contributed to the recov- 
ery and progress 
of 
the world. 


What America has done has given 
renewed hope and courage to all 
who have faith in government by 
the people. In the large view, we 
have reached a higher degree of 
comfort and security than ever ex-, 
isted before in the history of the 
world. Through 
liberation 
from 


wide-spread poverty we have reach- 
ed a higher degree of individual 
freedom than ever before. The de- 
votion to and concern for our in- 
stitutions are deep and sincere. 
We are 
steadily 
building a new 


race—a new civilization great in its 
own attainments. 
The influence 


and high purposes of our nation 
are respected among the peoples of 
the world. 
We aspire to distinc- 


tion in the world, but to a dis- 
tinction based upon confidence in 
our sense of justice as well as our 
aocomplishmnts 
within our own 


borders and in our own lives. For 
wise guidance in this great period 
of recovery the nation is deeply in- 
debated to Calvin Coolidge. 
But all this 
majestic advance 


should not 
obscure 
the constant 
dangers from 
which self-govern- 


ment must be 
safe-guarded, the 


strong man must at all times be 
alert to the attack of insidious dis- 
ease. 
The Failure of Our System of 


Criminal Justice 


The most malign of all these 


dangers today Is disregard and dis- 
obedience of law. Crime is increas- 
ing. 
Confidence 
hi 
rigid 
and 


speedy justice is decreasing. I am 
not prepared to believe that this 
indicates any decay in the mpral 
fibre/ of the American people. 
I 
•m not prepared to believe that it 
indicates an impotence of the fed- 
eral government to enforce its laws. 
' It is only in part due to the ad- 
ditional burdens imposed upon our 
judicial system by the 18th amend- 
ment. The problem la much wider 
than that. 
Many influences had 


increasingly complicated and weak- 
ened our law enforcement organ- 
ization long before the adoption of 
the 18th amertdment. 


To re-establish the vigor and ef- 


fectiveness of law enforcement we 
must critically consider the entire 
federal machinery of justice, the 
redistribution of its functions, the 
oimpliflcation of its proceedure, the 
provision of additional special tri- 
bunals, the better selection of jur- 
es, and the more effective organ- 


n.s citizens, extend Thr duly

If citizens do

est men and women is to discour- 
age its violation; their right is 
openly to work for its repeal. 


To those of criminal mind there 


can be no appeal hut vigorous en- 
forcement of the law. Fortunately 
they arc but a small percentage 
of our 
people. 
Their activities 


must be stopped. 


A National Investigation. 


I propose to appoint ;i national 


commission for a searching inves- 
tigation of the whole structure of 
our federal system of jurisprudence 
to include the method of enforce- 
ment of the IRth Amendment and 
the causes of abuse under it. Its 
purpose will be to make such re- 
commendations for re-organization 
of the administration 
-,t 
federal 


laws and the court procedure 
may be found desirable. 
meantime 
it is essential 
In the 
that a 
large pa-'. of the enforcement ac- 
tivities be transferable from the 
Treasury -Department to thn De- 
partment of Justice as a beginning 
of more effective organization. 


The Relation of Government 


to Business. 


The election has again confirmed 


the determination of the American 
people that regulation of private 
enterprise 
and 
not 
government 


owenship or operation 
is 
the 


course rightly to be pursued in our 
relation to business. In recent years 
we have established a differentia- 
tion in the whole method of busi- 
ness regulation between the indus- 
tries which produce and distribute 
commodities on the one hand, and 
public utilities on the other. In the 
former, our laws insist upon effec- 
tive competition; in the latter, be- 
cause we substantially confer a 
monopoly by limiting competition, 
we must regulate their services and 
rates. 
The rigid enforcement of 


the laws applicable to both groups 
if, the very base of equal opportuni- 
ty and freedom from domination 
for all our people, an<~ ii. is just as 
essential for the stability and pros- 
perity of business itself as for the 
protection of the public at large. 
Such regulation should oe extend- 
ed by the federal government with- 
in the limitations of the constitu- 
tion and only when the individual 
states are 
/ithout power to pro- 


tect their citizens 
through 
their 


own authority. On the other hand, 
we should be fearless when the au- 
thority rests only In the federal 
government. 


Cooperation by the Government 
The larger purpose >f our cco- 


izatio'n of our agencies of invest!- ] nomic thought should be to cstab- 
gatlon and prosecution that justice 
may be sure and that it may be 
swift. While the authority of the 
federal government extends to but 
part of our vast system of nation- 
al, state and local justice, yet the 
standards which the federal gov- 
ernment establishes have the most 
profound influence upon the whole 
structure. 
We are fortunate in the ability 


»nd integrity of our federal judges 
and attorneys. But the 
system 


which these officers are called up- 
on to administer is In many re- 
spects ill-adapted to present day 
conditions. 
Its intricate and in- 


volved rules of procedure have be- 
come the refuge of both big and 
little criminals. There is a belief 


i aboard that by invoking technicali- 


ties, subterfuge and delay the ends 
of justice may be thwarted by those 
•who can pay the cost. 


Reform, 
reorganization 
a n d 


strengthening of our whole judicial 
and enforcement system 
both In 


civil and criminal sides have been 
advocated for years by statesmen, 
judges, and bar associations. First 
steps toward that end should not 
longer be delayed. Rigid and ex- 
peditious Justice is the first safe- 
guard of freedom, the basis of all 
ordered liberty, the vital force of 
progress. It must not come to be 
In our republic that It can be de- 
feated by the indifference of the 
citizen, by exploitation of the de- 
Jays and entanglements of the law, 
or by combinations of criminals. 
Justice must not fail because the 
agencies of enforcement are either 
delinquent or inefficiently organiz- 
ed. To consider these evils, to find 
their remedy, is the most sore nec- 
cuity of our times. 
Enforcement of 18th Amendment 
Of the undoubted abuses which 


have grown 
up 
under the 18th 


amendment, part arc due to the 
causes I have just mentioned; but 
part 
are 
due 
to 
the 
fail- 
ures 
of 
some 
states to accept 
their share of responsibility for 
concurrent enforcement and to the 
failure of many state and local of- 
ficials to accejt the obligation un- 
der their oath of office zealously to 
enforce the laws. With the failures 
from these many causes has come 
a dangerous expansion in the cri- 
minal elements who have found 
enlarged opportunities in dealing in 
illegal liq ->.. 
But a large respoi.siLility rest:; 


directly upon our citizens. 
There 


.would be little traffic I, illegal liq- 
uor if only criminal, patronized it. 
We must awake to the fact that 
this patronage from large numbers 
of law-abiding oitizenu is supplying 
the rewards and stimulating crime. 


I have been selected by you to 


execute and enforce the laws of the 
country I propose to do so to the 
extent of My own nhilitif. 
K. but the 


measure of ;-urrrvK ihnt Ih" gov- 
ernment fihall attain will depend 
Vpoc the moral support which you, 


lish more firmly stability and se- 
curity of business and employment 
and thereby remove poverty still 
further from our 
borders. 
Our 


people have in recent years de- 
veloped a new found capacity for 
cooperation among themselves to 
effect high purposes in public wel- 
fare. It is an advance toward the 
highest conception of self-govern- 
ment. 
Self-government does not 


and should not imply the use of 
political agencies alone. 
Progress 


Is born of cooperation in the com- 
munity—not from governmental re- 
strains. The government should as- 
sist and encourage 
these 
move- 


ments of collective self help by it- 
self cooperating with them. Busi- 
ness has by cooperation made great 
progress in the 
advancement of 


service, in stability, in regularity 
of employment and in tho correc- 
tion of its own abuses. Such pro- 
gress, however, can continue only 
so long as business manifests its 
respect for law. 


There is an equally Important 


iield of cooperation by the federal 
government with the multitude of 
agencies, state, municipal and pri- 
vate, in the 
systematic develop- 


ment of those processes which di- 
rectly affect public health, recre- 
ation, education and the home. We 
have need further to perfect the-

Our objective is not simply to over- 
come illiteracy. The 
nation 
has 


marched far beyond that. The more 
complex the problems of the na- 
tion become, the greater is the need 
for more and more advanced in- 
struction. 
Moreover, as our num- 


bers increase and as our life ex- 
pands with science and invention. 
we must discover more and more 
leaders for every walk of life. We 
cannot hope to succeed in direct- 
ing this increasingly complex civ 
Tuition unless we can draw all the. 
talent of leadership from the whole 
people. 
One civilization after an- 


other has been wrecked upon the 
attempt to secure sufficient lead- 
ership from a single group or class. 
If we would prevent the growth of 
class distinctions and would con- 
stnntly refresh our leadership with 
the ideals of our people, we must 
draw constantly from the general 
mass. 
The 
full opportunity for 


every hoy and girl to rise through 
the selective processes of educa- 
tion can alone secure to us this 
leadership. 


Public Health. 


In public health the discoveries 


of science have opened a new era. 
Many sections of our country and 
muny groups of our citizens suffer 
from diseases tho 
eradication of 


which are mere matters -if admin- 
istration and moderate expenditure. 
Public, health service should be as 
fully organized und as universally 
incorporated into our government- 
al system a.s is public education. 
The returns are a thousand fold In 
economic benefits, and 
infinitely 


more in reduction of suffering and 
promotion of human happiness. 
World 1'euce. 
The United Slates fully accepts 


the profound truth thnt our own 
progress, prosperity and peace arc 
interlocked with 'v : progress, pros- 
perity and peace of all humanity. 
The whole world is at peace. The 
dangers to a contlnuatir . of this 
peace today arc largely the fear 
and suspicion which still haunt the 
world. No suspicion or fear can be 
rightly directed toward our coun- 
try. 


Those who have a true under- 


standing of America no-.v that we 
have no desire for territorial ex- 
pansion, or economic or other dom- 
ination of other 
peoples. 
Such 


purposes ar- repugnant 
to 
our 


"deals of human — freedom. 
Our 


Form of government is ill jidaptcd 
.o the responsibilities which Inov- 
tably follow permanent limitation 
of the indcpendendence of other 
peoples. Superficial observers seem 
.0 find no destiny for our abound- 
ing increase 
in 
population, 
in 


wealth and power except that of 
imperialism. They fall to see that 
the American people are engross- 
ed in he building for themselves of 
a new economic system, a new so- 
cial system, a new political system 
—all of which are characterized by 
aspirations of freedom of opprtu- 
nity and thereby are the negatino 
of imperialism. They fail to realize 
that because of our abounding pros- 
perity our youth fire pressing more 
and more into our institutions of 
learning; that our people arc seek- 
ing a large vision through art, lit- 
erature, science and travel; that 
they are moving toward stronger 
moral and spiritual life—that from 
these things our sympathies are 
broadening beyond the bounds oi 
our nation and race toward their 
true expression in a real brother- 


hood of man. They fail to sec that 
the idealism of America will lead 
It to no narrow or selfish channel, 
but Inspire It to do its full share 
as a nation toward the advance- 
ment of civilization. It will do that 
not by mere declaration but by tak- 
ing a practical part in supporting 
all useful international undertak- 
ings. 
We not only desire ueace 


with the world, but to see peace 
maintained thr uighout the world. 
We wish to advance the reign of 
Justice and reason toward the ex- 
tinction of force- 


War Renunciation Treaty. 
The recent treaty for the renun- 


ciation of war as an Instrument of 
national policy sets an advanced 
standard in our conception of tho 
relations of nations. 
Its accept- 


ance should pave the way to great- 
er limitation of armament, the of- 
fer of which we sincerely extend 
to the world. But its full realiza- 
tion also implies a 
greater and 


greater 
perfection in the instru 


mentalities for pacific settlement of 
controversies between nations. 
In 


the creation and use of these in- 
strumentalities we should support 
every sound method of conciliation 
arbitration and judicial settlement 
American statesmen! were among 
the first to propose and they have 
constantly urged upon the world 
the establishment of a tribunal for 
the settlement of controversies of a 
justiciable character. The Perma- 
nent Court of International Justice 
in its major purpose is thus pe- 
culiarly identified with American 
ideals and with American states- 
manship. 
No more potent instru 


mentality for this purpose has ever 
been conceived and no 
other 
is 


practicable of establishment. 
The 
reservations placed upon our ad- 
herents should not be misinterpret- 
ed. 
The United States seeks by 


these reservations no special privl 
lege or advantage but only to clarl 
fy our relation to advisory opinions 
and other matters which are sub 
sidiary to the major purpose of the 
court. The way should, and I be- 
lieve will, bo found by which we 
may take our proper place in a 
movement so fundamental to the 
progress of peace- 
Independence of Action. 


Our people have determined that 


we should make no political engage- 
ment such as membership in the 
League of Nations, which may com- 
mit us in advance as a nation to 
become involved in the settlement 
of 
controversies 
between 
other 


countries. They adhere to the be- 
lief that the independence of Amer- 
ica from such obligations increases 
'ts ability and availability for ser- 
vice in all fields of human progress. 


I have lately return from a jour- 


ney among our sster republics of 
the Western Hemisphere. I have 
received unbounded hospitality and 
courtesy es their 
expression of 


friendliness to our 
country. 
We 


are held by particular bonds of 
sympathy and 
common 
interest 


with them. They are each of them 
building a racial character and a 
culture which is an impressive con- 
tribution to human progress. We 
wish only for the maintenance of 
their independence, the growth of 
their stability and their prosperity. 
While we have had wars in the 
Western Hemisphere yet on 
the 


whole the record is in encouraging 
contrast with that of other parts 
of the world. 
Fortunately of the 


new world is largely free 
from 


the inheritances of fear and dis- 
trust which have so troubled the 
old world. We should keep it so. 


It is impossible, by countrymen, 
to speak of peace without profound 
emotion. 
In thousands of homes 


in America, in millions of homes 
around the world, there are vacant 
chairs- 
It would be a shameful 


confession of our unworthiness if 
it should develop that we 
have 


abandoned the hopes for which all 
these men died. Surely civilization 
is old enough, surely mankind is 
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mature enough so that we ought 
in our limetimc to find a way to 
permanent peace. Abroad, to west 
and cast, are nations whose sons 
mingled their blood with the blood 
of our sons on 
the 
battlefields. 


Most of these nations have con- 
tributed to our race, to our culture, 
our knowledge and our progress 
From one of them we derive our 
very language and from many of 
them much of the genius of oui 
institutions. Their desire for peace 
is as dep nnd sincere as our own. 


Peace can he contributed to by 


respect for our ability in defense 
Peace can be promoted by the lim- 
itation of arms and by the creation 
of the instrumentalities for peace- 
ful settlement of controversies. But 
it 
will become 
a reality only 


through self-restraint' and 
active 


effort in friendliness and helpful- 
ness. 1 covet for this administra- 
tion a record of 
having 
further 


contributed to advance the cause of 
peace. 


Party Responsibilities 


In our form of democracy the ex- 


pression of the popul .r will can be 
effected only through the instru- 
mentality of political parties. We 
maintain party government not to 
promote intolerant partisanship'but 
because opportunity must be given 
for expression of the popular will, 
and organization provided for the 
execution of its mandates and for 
accountability of government to the 
people. It follows that the govern- 
ment both in the executive who the 
legislative branches must carry out 
in good faith the platforms upon 
which the party WHS entrusted with 
power. But the government is that 
of the whole people; the party is 
the instrument through which poli- 
cies are determined and men c' s- 
en to bring them into being. The 
animosities of elections should have 
no place in our government for 
government must 
concern 
itself 


alone with the common weal, 


Special Session < ' (he Congress 
Action upon some of the propos- 


als upon which the republican par- 
ty was returned to power, particu- 
larly further agricultural relief and 
limited changes ii. the tariff, can- 
not in justice .o our farmers, our 
labor and our 
manufacturer's be 


postponed. 
I shall therefore re- 


quest a special session of congress 
for the con? .deration of these two 
questions. "I shall deal with each 
of them upon the assembly of the 
congress. 
Other Mandates from the Election.

in the senate Mr. Curtis asserted 
to his colleagues that the vice pres- 
ident "is not one of the makers of 
the law, nor is he consulted ahovil 
the rules adopted to govern your 
action." 
Where as four years ago Charles 


G. Dawes. the business man enter- 
ijj; the vice presidency, had plead- 
ed^ for revision of the senate rules 
to limit debate, Mr. Curtis, the leg-

the precedents which have brought

AIRPORTS WANTED 


FOR DISTRIBUTION 


Iu seeking information 
for a 


comprehensive news story on air- 
port development in Texas, the As- 
sociated Press has requested copies 
of the airport survey of some 60 
Texas towns made recently by the 
Corsicana chamber of commerce. 
The request came through Fred 
Dye, Associated Press correspond- 
ent, at Dallas. 


This summary of airport develop- 
ment compiled by the local cham- 
ber was distributed through 
the 
Texas Commercial Executives' as- 
sociation to praqtically every city 
in the state, to some 40 airports, 
and copies have been requested by 
government officials, Rand-McNai- 
ly Co. for map purposes and by nu- 
merous companies over the United 
States selling port equipment and 
airplanes. 


At the time of issuance, this re- 


port was counted the most com- 
plete summary of airport develop- 
ment which had been made in Tex- 
as. Progress in Texas aviation has 
been os rapid, however, that every 
week almost sees some new port or 
landing field contracted 
for or 
completed.

On March 4. 1925, when Calvin 


"oolidge renewed his vows as thir- 
.ieth chief executive of the United 
States, after 19 months service of 
he term of Warren G. Harding, the 
formal words of his acceptance con- 
tained the observation that he forc- 
aw an era of greater prosperity 
ahead of the American people. 


At that time, the American trade 


jalance was at a favorable level. 
The clinging fingers of post war 
-eadjustments. 
however, had 
not 


been entirely loosened from indus- 
ry. 
The years that followed witnessed 


American industry reaching 
new 


high records and the development 


f a Damon and Pythian 
affinity 


between the Coolidge administra- 
tion and the term prosperity. Cool- 
idge and prosperity became inextri- 
cably connected, a concept of vir- 
tually universal acceptance, and 
the New Englandcr relinquishes of- 
fice with that conception riding at 
its highest. 


Coolidge's six years in the White 


House saw, 
in equal importance, 


significant steps 
taken by his ad- 


ministration in 
an • American-pio- 


neered path 
toward world peace 


and the beginning of studied efforts 
to gain a better rapprochement be- 
tween the United States and the 
the countries of South America. 


That policy has caused (he world 


to focus sharper attention on the 
potentialities and the possibilities 
of the South American impress on 
the affairs of other countries and 
the probable effect of the future re- 
lationships with that continent in 
the course of nations, one with an- 
other. 


Hand in hand with Coolidge pros- 


perity acclamation went his well 
publicized propensity toward econ- 
omy in all things. The record of 
his 
regime 
is high-lighted 
with 


votes of measures that carried, in 
many Instances, vast expenditures 
of public funds. 
In the wake of 


such actions, time and again, fol- 
lowed 
bitterness and 
recrimina- 


tions, but the backwash failed to 
sunder the close-lipped calm of thr 
slight Vermonter and he continued 
unswervingly on his course, let the 
clamor swell as it would. 


The first 19 months' service 
as 


chief executive witnessed a carry- 
ing on of Harding ]>olicies. 
The 


tenure was marked by constant pub- 
lic expression for economy and an 
emphasizing of the visiton of great- 
er prosperity. 


The 
Harding cabinet was re- 


tained, and the 
groundwork was 


laid for the 
naval 
disarmament 


ccnference which ended in an im- 
passe and led to 
the president's 


espousal of the 15 cruiser bill. 


The Coolidge actions during the 


period prior to March 4, 1925, were 
chartacerized by the same firmness 
exhibited throughout his term of 
office, but his pledge to continue 
the policies of his dead chief ren- 
dered them pel-force less deliberate- 
ly Individualistic. 


It was during that period that 


Edwin V. Denby resigned as secre- 
tary of the navy and the chief exe- 
cutive 
appointed 
special govern- 


ment counsel to pursue the 
oil 


frauds. 
Harry 
Daugherty, the 


Ohio attorney general, left office, 
too. 


Coolidge's approval of the budget 


August 14, 1923, set an economy 
note. It was $126.000,000 below that 
of the previous year. 


There followed in the period he- 


fore he accepted the reins of gov- 
ernment In his own right, several 
of the famous vetoes of his tenure. 
On May 3, 1924, he voted the Bur- 
sum omnibus pension bill; May 15, 
1923. the soldier bonus bill was dis- 
approved by him. June 7. 1924, the 
postal pay increase 
measure was 


vetoed. February 25. 1924, the Mc- 
Nary-Haugen farm 
relief measure 


met the same fate. 


As the president 
entered upon 


liis new term, Frank B. Kellogg of 
Minnesota became his secretary of 
state, succeeding Charles Evans 
Hughes, and his official family then 
numbered of his own choosing John 
G. Sargent, 
attorney 
general; 


Dwight F. Davis, secretary of war; 
Curtis D. Wilbur, secretary of the 
navy, and William M. Jardine. sec- 
retary of agriculture.

elections In Nicaragua, evoking the 
congratulations and the praise of 
both parties engaged in the contest 
have left, only the best of relations 
with that country.

One of the early judges of the 


district court of Navarre county, 
was Judge Francis P. Wood, whq 
more than a half a century ago 
served as Judge of 
the 
district 


court for a number of years prior 
to 1878. 


In this connection it is interest- 


ing to note that the Navarre Coun- 
ty Bar and already established a 
custom of holding ifiemorial ser- 
vices in honor of deceased mem- 
bers. 


Judge Wood died on November 


20th 1878, and memorial services 
for him were held at the district 
court, room on November 
22nd, 


18787 At those services appropriate 
resolutions were prepared and pre- 
sented by a committee of five mem- 
bers reciting the life and service 
of Judge Wood. 
We here repro- 


duce these resolutions as adopted 
by the members of 
the Navarro 


County Bar and published in the 
local paper of that time. The only

m., and Senator Curtis delivered at 
once his short inaugural address.

Mrs. Hoover was shown to a scat 


to the right of her husband, and 
Mrs. Coolidgc sat to the retiring 
president's left. 


When all had been quieted, the 


clerk of the supreme court, C. Kl- 
mcr Croplcy, stepped forward hold- 
ing the little Bible upon which "Mr. 
Hoover had chosen to spa! his obli- 
gation. It was open at his chosen 
passage, Proverbs 2B:18, saying: 


"Where there is no vision 
the 


people perish; but he that kccpcth 
the law, happy Is ho." 


Cropley 
handed the 
Bible 
to 


Chief Justice Taft. 
Holding the 


Bible in his left hand, the chief 
justice repeated the words of the 
presidential oath he himself had 
taken twenty years ago today, nnd 
Mr. Hoover repeated It after him 
in words thai carried out over the 
crowd: 


"I do solemnly swear that I will 


faithfully execute 
the 
office of 


president of the United States, and 
will, to the best of my ability, pre-

KANSAS CITY, Mo., March 2.— 


(/Tj—An increase in business and 
production over the same period in 
1928 is shown by a survey of in- 
dustry, tra'dc and banking for the 
iflrst quarter of 1929, announced 
for the tenth Federal reserve bank 
district. 


The general volume of business, 
although retarded by prolonged se- 
vere winter weather, was slightly 
higher. 
Reports reflected sound 


underlying conditions and further 
Improvement in the economic con- 
dition. 


Conditions for agriculture gener- 
ally were favorable, frequent snows 
providing needed 
soil 
moisture. 


Some injury to winter wheat crop 
by ice covered fields has been re- 
ported, but the extent of the dam- 
age cannot be 
determined until 
early spring. The live stock indus- 
try was reported generally as sat- 
isfactory. Live 'stock on farms and 
/ranges was in good condition but 


'"'•y"quiring heavy winter feeding. 
January building contracts show- 


ed an increase in value of permits 
issued in eighteen cities fell below 
those of a year ago by 11 per cent. 
Higher prices are encouraging a

Dr. H. J. EttlYnger, director of 


athletics and professor of mathe- 
matics, Unlver»ity of Texas, was 
:h« principal speaker at the an- 
nual March 
second celebration- 


banquet of the Navarro County 
University of Texas Ex-Students | 
association, Saturday evening, at 7 
o'clock, In the Educational build- 
ing of the First Methodist church. 
Officers were elected by the local 
association. The banquet was serv- 
ed by the ladles of the First Meth- 
odist church. Special orchestra mus- 
ic was furnished during the banquet. 
The tables and room where the 
banquet was held were decorated in 
the colors of the Institution, orange 
and white. 
Miss Tillle Frances Young, presi- 


dent of the local association, pre- 
sided. She read a letter of grccl- 
ng to the exes from Dr. H. J. Bene- 
dict, president of the university, 
and Mlss'Olynn Mitchell read 
a 


letter to the exea from William L. 
McQIll, former Corsicanan, now 
president of the Ex-Students asso- 
ciation. 
Gabe Goldberg Introduced Dr. Et- 


tlinger, the principal speaker of 
the evening. 


In the beginning of his remarks. 


Dr. Ettlinger 
stated 
that Corsl- 


cana people were active and peppy 
and referred to Wm. L. McGill, now 
president of the Ex-Students asso- 
ciation, and the head of the Stu- 
dent Publications, Inc. 
He 
said 


that Corslcana was taking the cen- 
ter of the stage with the gridiron 
performance last fall and now in 
the race for- the basketball cham- 
pionship. 


Dr. Ettlinger has been at 
the 


University of Texas for 15 years 
and formerly was connected with 
the coaching corps. 


Speaking of the university, he 


reviewed the forward steps taken 
by the institution with a student 
body of approximately 6,000 at the 
present time. He stated that when 
ho came to the University of Tex- 
as 15 years ago and entered the 
engineering department, there were 
about the same number of stu- 
dents In the departments there are 
members of the faculty at the pres- 
ent time. There is about $11,000,- 
000 In the oil fund of the univers- 
ity and the total endowment is ap- 
proximately $30,000,000. but an en- 
dpwment of $200,000,000 Is needed 
to carry on the university in the 
highest manner. 
Speaking of the 


athletic equipment of the univers- 
ity, he stated that when the new 
gymnasium was completed that it 
would rank high In that .department 
with a real stadium and basefield 
field, but that In a few years, the 
stadium would not hold the crowds 
for some of the games and that 
the seating capacity of the new 
gymnasium of 6,500 would likely 
prove Inadequate. On this spring's 
baseball schedule games have been 
arranged with the New York Yan- 
kees, world's champions, and the 
New York Giants. 
Dr. Ettlinger 


said that no practice games appear- 
ed on the Longhorn schedule this 
year, but that big college and pro- 
fessional teams will furnish the 
competition for the Longhorn nine. 


Speaking of 
the 
building pro- 


gram of the university, the speaker 
stated that the school was not do- 
Ing so well as In the athletic de 
partment. A chemistry building Is 
needed and plans are for the en- 
larging of 
the library 
building, 


with.the proposed enlargement to 
be three times the size of the 
present library building. Texas U. 
is receiving world-wide recognition, 
especially In the mathematics de- 
partment. 


Dr. Ettlinger stated that in many 


private endowed Institutions the 
ex-students make 
liberal remem- 


brances in the disposition of their 
property for their alma mater but 
that Texas exes had not developed 
this habit. 


A winning football team is justi- 


fied despite the 
criticism which 


may be directed against it for one 
reason, If not other, In that the loy- 
alty engendered among the ex-stu- 
dents, and the crystallization of 
that loyalty, Dr. Ettlinger continu 
ed. 


In the voting of the election of 
state officers for the Ex-Students 
association, Wm. L. McGill, former- 
ly of Corsicana, Is unoppoced for 
reelection as president. 
Miss Til-

Haley Fiske was a man of ex- 
traordinary vigor.

GOVERNOR'S VETO 


AUSTIN, "March 2. (AP) 


—One of the warmest con- 
tests of the present legisla- 
ture is brewing over an at- 
tempt to be made to pass the 
Small river bed bill over the 
veto of Gov. Dan Moody. 


Senator 'C. C. Small of Welling- 


ton, 
author of the measure,' which 


would validate the title

a score or more of years In a bona 
fide belief that it was his and that 
lis title was clear, who is later 
confronted with what seems to his 
mind to be an incongruity in the 
claim of some third party what a 
creek or stream which traverses 
and is a navigable river, and there- 
ore, 
that the state has leased the 


bed of the navigable stream to a

Proponents of the bill have had
